In Volhynia, the Russinns are now pound-
ing the new poritiona of Gonernl von Line-
sengen, south of the Lipa, where the Geor-
mans stopped to maka a stand after re-
treating neross the river,

The Germans have retrented nearly 10
miles undar the awlift advance of General
Raledines' left wing.

In thalr hasty retiroment, several thou-
pand more privoners, a aamber of heavy
Funa and lnrge supplies of wiur material
have fallen into the hunds of the Runmsians,
The retreat wan made nocessary when sevs
ernl Rusaian reglments broke through the
German front and threatened to surround
part of Genersl von Linsingen's army.

The Russinna have advanced their llnes
to the north bank of the River Lipan and
are strengthening thelr new poaltions on
the entire front. The ndvance widens the
Russlan sallent extending into the Austro-
Gorman front southeast of Kovel, thua re-
moving the danger of crushing enemy at-
tacks on both sldes of the Russlan wedge.

All along ths eastern front, the Czar's
armies have suddenly resumed the initia-
tive. The Infentry cembats are becoming
mora froquent i Galleia, and both artillery
and infantry activity are reported on Gen-
ernl Kuropatkin's front in the Dvinsk-Riga
reglon, on the north,

The Russinn commanders on tha Austro-
German front, however, ars comteiled to
ghare public Interest with the Gravnd Duke
Nicholas, whose new offensive In the Cau-
cusus continues to make progress,
